Mr. R. S Galhr.'ith.iuembor of the logii- 
lative aasembly for Kootenay diatrict, ar- 
rived in Victoria by tht Sound steain>;r 
yesterday and is stopping at tho Driard. 
A reporter caiied ou Mr. Gaibraiili in tiio 
afternoon who gave soiiio iiitcroatiug 
Kootenay news and his experiences on the 
lato trip, having boon ono inoiith and 
three days on the road. Leaving Sand 
Point, Idaho, on the Iblh Decoiiibor he 
waa on the brat train that got caught in 
tho snow on tho 17tli December butweou 
Vioiito and Wyetli. There woro quite n 
number of british Columbiana on tho 
Irani and also a large uunibor of emigrants 
booked for the province. After being 
snowed in for live days Mr. (Jalbraitli left 
tho train with the rescuing party that 
srartod for <.!;>.si!ado Locks, where lie was 
very hospitably entertained by Mr. F. ,1. 
(]arrell, itssislaiit engineer of tho worka. 
Hero he also mot Mr. Hope and his wife, 
oUl British CuliimbiaitB, who shmved him 
many kind favors. Prior to starting out 
Col. Ilov.dett of the Oregonian, who waa 
also on board the tr.un and the life of the 
party, begged .Mr. (ialln-iitli not to start, 
as he did not think liiin ca|iablu of under- 
taking the journey and otl'ered to sliaro 
his rations with him, the bill of faro 
among tlio piissoiigora having been ro- 
ducod to two crackers and a bit of bacon 
per day. Tlio Colonel w,is tlio cheeriest 
man in the party, was full ol hiniuirous 
stories and wliiled away many of the 
hours with liia |)b-as.int talk. However, 
Mr. (iaroi'ailh t.dd bini be was uaed to 
that kind of travelling and four days after 
arriving at Cascade Locks, startod for 
Bonnet illo. Here ho fv und Gen. Andor 
son anil party fiiowi .1 in ,ind after spend- 
iiijz one uiLjIit in tee e.'iiei enjiniccr's car, 
lliiougli the lii'o!ni..-iH ,f Mr. H, 
D, Sanb,irn, piircbasin^ a^'cnt of tho 
Northern I'a-ilic, lie took passage 
hy i!on«lniQtion train to Onoonto.
